1. The Federal Labour Code. 

2. The Canada Pension Plan. 

3. Constitutional Changes, which, 
among other things, permit Pro¬ 
vinces to "opt out” of any joint 
Federal-Provincial Plan, e.g., the 
Canada Pension Plan. 

The Federal Labour Code- - The 
new Federal Labour Code was 
placed before parliament last 
weekend, and in general terms, it 
provided that all employees under 
the jurisdication of the Federal 
Government would have a mini¬ 
mum wage of $1.25 per hour, with 
a forty hour week. Certain other 
benefits, such as two weeks’ vaca¬ 
tion with pay, and eight statutory 
holidays were also included. 

Everyone agreed with the prin¬ 
ciple of this legislation, but there 
were a number of details that 
caused a great deal of debate and, 
in all fairness, the Government ac¬ 
cepted a number of the sugges¬ 
tions made by the Opposition in 
the form of amendments. In its 
final form the new Labour Code 
is quite satisfactory, although there 
are still a number of very com¬ 
plicated matters which will un¬ 
doubtedly cause much difficulty in 
its administration. Two of the main 
problems concern the trucking in¬ 
dustry and small privately-owned 
feed mills in eastern Canada. 

In brief, the main problem af¬ 
fecting the trucking industry is 
that trucking firms operating only 
within one province are not sub¬ 
ject to the wage hour restrictions,

The Farmer And Weather 


Spring around the corner has 
always made the farmer anxious 
to get out on the land and get 
working on that “next year" crop. 

Sixty years ago the Vulcan dis¬ 
trict was a vast grazing land. Ten 
years' later, in 1915, Alberta pro¬ 
duced a bumper crop and the first 
World War created a seller’s 
market with attractive prices. 

Farmers this far west found it 
difficult to get a variety of wheat 
that would ripen in our short sea¬ 
son, Marquis wheat was developed 
in 1911 it was a wonderful grain 
but took 120 to 130 days to ripen in 
such rich, virgin soil. The fertilizers 
of today were not known then. 

Horse power being much slower 
for seeding and harvesting than to¬ 
day's mechanized operations, it was 
prime necessity to be on the land 
early. This often created a com¬ 
petition as to who would be out 


first in any community; maybe 
more so than having the first 
wheat delivered to the elevator. 

The vast changes in many con¬ 
ditions, along with the develop¬ 
ment of early-maturing varieties 
of grain has taken the sting out 
of the perpetual threat of frozen 
crops. But it can still happen, and 
did in 1964, when at the time of 
a full moon on August 24 millions 
of bushels of wheat west of high¬ 
way 23 suffered frost damage and 
graded from No. 2 to No. 5. In this 
area only 'the occasional farmer 
got No. 1 grade, usually for wheat 
that was seeded early and swathed 
before August 24. 

The following poem, written in 
the 30’s by a district pioneer, il¬ 
lustrates the .anxiety of the farmer 
to get an early start on the land 
and .how our fickle spring weather 
could upset his plans.
